Figures on Desertions

OTTAWA, March 1.—(CP).—Figures on the number of army deser- 
tions in Canada since the start of the war show that the number of 
general service personnel who have deserted and have not been appre- 
hended is greater than the comparable draftee total in every military 
district but No. 4 (Montreal) and No. 5 (Quebec) 

The full significance of the figures cannot be ascertained, however, 
since district -trength figures—showing whether general service enlist- 
ment is greater or less than draftee enlistment--are not available for 
comparison. 


PROVIDED IN COMMONS 

The desertion figures were provided in the Commons yesterday by 
Defence Minister Ralston as he answered a question from Hon, Grote 
Stirling (PC—Yale). 

General service men who deserted and are still not apprehended 
total 6,230, compared with 4,784 draftee deserters still not apprehended. 
These figures, with 80 Canadian Women’s Army Corps deserters still 
not apprehended, make a total of 11,094. 

The figures showed there is only one deserter still unaccounted for | 
in the United Kingdom.

Some people in Montreal have organiz- 
ed a voluntary Transport League, whose 
members will meet hospital trains and 
drive wounded soldiers to their homes. 
There is need now for such an organization 
in all the large centres, and the need must 
grow as the fighting oversea proceeds. 
This is one way in which the civilian car- 
owner who can spare a few minutes from 
work now and then may render direct and 
very helpful service to men returning in- 
jured from the fronts. 

Taxis are scarce. Not every soldier's 
family have a car. A “lift” in a private car 
from the station to his home may mean a 
good deal to a disabled man; may at least 
save him from having to wait about the 
station until a taxi can be obtained. Mem- 
bers of the Montreal League are allowed 
extra gasoline for this purpose, and the 
Same concession will no doubt be made 
wherever such organizations are formed. 

Montreal being the chief distributing 
centre of returning men, the need of the 
transport service is greater there than 
elsewhere. But it is no less real, and will 
be no less appreciated, in centres where 
fewer calls will be made upon those who are 
willing to devote their cars and time to the 
comfort of the wounded. 


A Word in Season 


Air Vice Marshal Curtis told a Toronto 
audience that so much attention is being 
paid to post-war plans people are develop- 
ing “a subconscious feeling that the war is 
as good as won.” There is no doubt about 
the “feeling”, though the shifting of at- 
tention to post-war problems may be the 
result rather than the cause of it. In any 
case, the warning is timely, for the war is 
not ‘fas good as won”, and to suppose so is 
only to build up for a terrible shock when 
our troops invade the Hitler empire, or 
try to. 

Post-war planning is proper and neces- 
sary, but it is no less necessary to keep war 
realities clearly in mind. The Russiahs 
have no illusion that the fighting is about 
over, nor have our soldiers on the Anzio 
beachhead. Maybe the war effort would 
not suffer seriously if civilians day-dream 
that the enemy is about to collapse. But 
if that expectation becomes general and 
keen, what about Canadian morale when 
the casualty lists come in from the western 
front? 

Much as we all wish it were so, only 
harm can come from falsely assuming that 
the war is “as good as won”. It is better to 
face the facts, and be prepared for bad 
news as well as good.

Oust the Japanese 


Almost unanimous pubiic approbation 
will be given to the Alberta Federation of 
Labor resolution calling for the prohibition 
of further Japanese immigration to Can- 
ada, after the war, and the ouster of all 
Japanese from Alberta. 

There used to be a popular notion that 
amicable relations could be preserved with 
Japan if we permitted their nationals to 
enter Canada under a gentleman's agree- 
ment as to numbers. 

The fallacy of that notion has been 
proved. Australia rigorously kept Japan- 
ese out from the beginning, but Japanese 
hate and violence are directed no more 
viciously against Australia than against 
Canada, which was almost foolishly toler- 
ant in the matter of Japanese immigration. 

The truth is that immigration bears no 
relation to international amity. And the 
nation that hopes to bribe its way into the 
friendship of alien powers by permitting it- 
self to be overrun by their nationals is 
committing itself to a highly dangerous 
course. 

Japanese do not fit into the economic 
structure of this country. 

The time to prepare for the expulsion 
and exclusion of these people is right now.

Eisenhower Needs Them 


If, as and when shipping space can be 
found, meat that is now cramming Cana- 
dian store-houses will move to Britain, 
which is in need of all that can be spared. 
This is the substance of a statement made 
in Parliament by Hon. J. G. Gardiner. 

Since ships are not presently available, 
meat rationing in Canada has been tempor- 
arily suspended, 

To the reader who is not familiar with 
the shipping situation, and cannot know 
the uses to which available vessels have 
to be put for war purposes, this sounds 
strange. We have been told about the 
numbers of ships which in the last year 
have been added to the Allied merchant 
fleet, while enemy submarines have been 
sinking fewer and fewer as the weeks 
passed. 

Still, the official word is that ships are 
scarce, so scarce that Britain's meat supply 
cannot be replenished from the ample 
stores in Canada. Britain, not Canada, is 
directing the ship movements. It is cer- 
tain that space would be available for meat 
cargoes if the vessels were not required 
for even more urgent use. 

This should be noted by any Canadians 
who have been wondering why we cannot 
get more coffee, more tea, more sugar, 
more supplies of all kinds which come from 
tropical countries by sea. The answer 
obviously is that Eisenhower n¢« 
ships.

When Money Works 


When the next Victory Loan is called 
for the public will be in good position to 
take up the bonds, even if the amount 
should be larger than the last one. For 
Canadians now have more money piled in 
the savings banks than they ever had be- 
fore; $2,026,213,000 as at January 31st. 
The largest loan ever floated, that of last 
October, called for $1,200,000,000 as a 
necessary total—less than two-thirds of 
the amount now standing to the credit of 
Canadian depositors in the savings banks, 

This should be good news for Mr. Ilsley, 
and for all who will have to do with selling 
the bonds of the new loan, to be placed on 
sale in about two months. It should be 
equally good news for the owners of these 
savings bank deposits. The bonds will offer 
them more interest than they are now get- 
ting, And Dominion honds are the premier 
security in Canada, ranking ahead of all 
other investments in point of safety. It 
should be easy to induce the deposit- 
owners to transfer a large part of their 
savings from the banks to the federal 
treasury in return for bonds. 

A notable point is that savings deposits 
at the end of January stood more than 
$300,000,000 higher than at the end of 
January last year. This despite the fact 
that during the year the public invested 
$2,500,000,0 @ in Victory bonds. 

Timid souis who used to tell us Canada 
could not possibly finance a war effort on 
the enormous scale projected in 1940 must 
wonder now where they got that idea, 
Those who ten years ago thought the coun- 
try could not find the money to set its idle 
men at work have probably jyiven up trying 
to figure out how the wizardry of finance 
works. 

The fact, however, is unquestionable, 
and that is what matters, The more money 
that has been put to use—even in making 
war expendables—the more the public 
have in the banks and in their pockets 
when a year ends, 


Allied planes started pounding Rabaul, 
New Britain, on February 4th and haven’t 
missed a day since. For a week no enemy 
planes have gone up to meet the raiders, 
perhaps because there are not enough of 
them left there to make a worth while 
fight. Jap ships in and around the port are 
also getting scarce, for reasons shown in 
the record of daily sinkings. Not many 
months ago Rabaul was a threat to the 
Allies from the Solomons to New Guinea. 
Now it is a trap where some thousands of 
Japanese troops are penned up, unable to 
strike and unable to get out.

Sy B. T. RICHARDSON 
OTTAWA.—Whether or not Can- 
ada should continue its policy of 
mutual aid, by which war muni- 
tions and supplies are provided 
free of charge or under special 


terms to Allied countries, has be- 
come an important issue since sev- 
eral members have raised objec- 
tions to it, Maxime Raymond, lead- 
er of the Bloc Populaire Canadien, 
said: “I have condemned and still 
condemn Canada’s war effort, 
which is out of all proporiion to 
our resources. ... They should stop 
trying to fool us so as to justify 
our gifts to a country wealthier 
than ours.” Other quotations from 
the record could be given. Capt. 
Pierre Gauthier, M.P., a Bloc sup- 
porter, said: “We have been bled 
white in order to send gifts to much 
wealthier nations than we.” 
Much but not all of the opposi- 
tion to mutual aid comes from Que- 
bee sources. The bill to authorize 
a substantial appropriation for mu- 
tual aid has not been introduced, 
but when it appears, a lively de- 
bate is expected.

The arguments in favor of mutual 
aid, from the viewpoint of Can- 
ada’s own interests, have fallen into 
two categories.

we deal only with countries able 
4o pay. 

If opposition to mutual aid car- 
ries the day, the logic of our posi- 
lion will require a shutdown of half 
our present war production. Halt 
of Mr. Raymond's constituents who 
are employed in war factories 
would be out of jobs.

The immediate alter- 
native to mutual aid is substantial 
unemployment in Quebee and in 
the rest of Canada. 

But that is not where the argu- 
ment ends.

Should surpluses continue in 
Canada, the opening of the border 
for the shipment of beef cattle to 
buttress United States meat stocks 
was considered a possibility. Such 
action has been urged by farmers’ 
organizations, 


FOLLOW U.S, EXAMPLE 


Since the United States entered 
the war it has sent supplies of 
food to the United Kingdom under 
lease-lend agreements and Cana- 
dian authorities said in the past 
that they felt they could not permit 
unrestricted meat consumption in 
Canada while the United States, an 
ally, was going short. 

But if there were danger of meat 


being wasted due to limited stor- 
age space and inadequate home 
consumption, a lifting of Canadian 
rationing regulations, for a time at | 
least, probably would be accept- 
able to all the United Nations, of- 
ficials said.

Farmers Want 
Floor Prices, 
House Is Told 


Farmers of today want floor 
prices for their produce, not ceil- 
ing prices—a guarantee that 
their products will not drop be- 
low price levels which bear 
equitable relation to costs of pro- 
duction, N. E. Cook, (S.C., Olds), 
declared in the Legislature Tues- 
day night, when he spoke in the 
budget debate, 

All the farmers have asked for 
in the past, and all they ask for in 
the future, is for prices that bear 
a fair relation to the costs of pro- 
duction, the member said. 

Mr. Cook said he felt that agri- 
cultural prices at the present time 
were more or less fair. He contin- 
ued to say that the farmers don't 
want fluctuating prices, but prices 
that stay at steady levels. 


POSITION AFTER WAR 


The member for Olds, who is a 
farmer, asked, “Where is the farm- 
er going to stand after the war?” 

The questions uppermost in farm- 
ers’ minds today, he went on, are: 
“Are we going to have to take 20 
cents for wheat after the war? Are 
we going to have to take two cents 
for, hogs, and a cent and one-half 
for beef?” 


Discussing the new budget 
which was brought into the 
House last week, Mr. Cook said 
he was glad there was provision 
for a $120,000 increase in agri- 
cultural expenditures. Increases 
in district agriculturist staffs, and 
the purebred sire and hog poli- 
cies of the department of agricul- 
ture were commended by _ the 
speaker, 

The Canadian people generally 
realize the value of the farmer and 
his products to the country, the 
legislature was told. Canadian agri- 
culture has surprised the world by 
its production in wartime, and after | 
the war it can produce even nore
